The present plight of Los Angeles and 


other Pacific coast cities in their efforts to 
find work for the unemployed, conveys a 
lesson to every other city that is trying to 
,buiW itself up by extravagant advertising 
and like_ methods affected by the profes- 
sional booster. Andr contrary to the gener- 
*al impression, such cities are not confined 
to the West and the Pacific coast. AH over 
the country ambitious municipalities are 
pr;cliy-"ing-their advantages, both real and 
assumed, in terms- whi'ch canflot but invfle 
di««ppointment in the long~run. True, most 
of them are not $o-«ucce'ssful in their adver- 
tising campaigns as to attract more people 
than they can actually find- employment 
for. '.Nevertheless, there are dozens that 
mafce assertions which never are or can be 
verified. 


Of course Los Angeles is the glaring ex- 


ample. At best the California enthusiast is 
a flighty individual who is badly in need of 
a balance wheel, but the Los Angeles boost* 
ers'have gone far ahead of the people of 
other California towns in their wild extrav- 
agance. " The usual methods of advertising 
a region were long since discarded as not 
sufficiently spectacular, and all of the inter- 
ests of the town 
its Chamber of Com- 


merce, its newspapers, its municipal gov- 
ernmenjLand it/ innumerable _real_ ^estate 
agents 
united in a campaign of publicity 


such as was never before attempted any- 
where.

II hai produced results For a long time 


they were satisfactory, but more recently 
they have beerf' decidedly discouraging. 
More than a >ear ago a feeling of depres- 
sion was noticeable throughout southern 
California, a vague.uncertainty which made 
the cooler heads wonder if it wasn't about 
time to cash in and get out. But nobody 
dared express such jopinions publicly for the 
organized boosters have a v a> of effectual- 
ly silencing the doubter. Just the same the 
uncertainty continued to increase and now 
ft has become* certainty 
certainty that 


southern California is an over-inflated bub- 
ble. 


It ii nothing less than the duty of the 


people of ever> city to display civic pride, 
to be enterprising and public spirited, and 
to take advantage of even legitimate 
means of advancing the general welfare. 
But \\hen enthusiasm grows into extrava- 
gance and leads to the adoption of such 
methods as have been used to boom Cali- 
fornia it onlj invites disaster. And in this 
particular case it probabh will be many 
years before the consequences are remedieJ 
and the country .settle-i down to ,i ha-sis ot 
>anit\ and common sense.

Last September health- experts from all 


over the country met in Colorado Springs^ 
in a public health convention which speed- 
ily resolved Itself into K lodfe of sorrow. 
One speaker after another added to the 
general gloom with a rty^afe so utterly 
discouraging that readers, of. the reports 
wondered whether there is really any hope 
for the human'race after all. A- scientist 
-who .k supposed, to know all aljcat insanity 
said that in New York stjtte two' people go 
crazy for every person born in other 
words, insanity is increasing twice as fast as 
the population. At that rate the time isrVt 
far off when lunatics will be in the major- 
ity, aM the few i?ne people win he com- 
mitted to the asylums because they differ 
from the rest irf the race.

Another eminent physician, in discussing 


the horrors of cancer, admitted tha4 lio- 
body has the faintest idea as toX either its 
cause or its cure. The approved method is 
to operate as speedily as possible, but in a 
press sheet just received from the American 
Society for the Control of Cancer we find 
the discouraging statement that "the most 
competent surgeons do not dare to pro- 
nounce a case cured until rWTyears have 
elapsed after an apparently suctesiful oper- 
ation. "-The article from wbkh we quote 
is -a dftomion of the radium treatment for 
cancer, which has, been widely heralded as 
th* long-MJuglit specific. 
RQt ft adds^ "the 


same tesTfllust -be applied before we can 
finally determine the real vatye of radium," 
and the tone of the arti.de throughout is ^ 
sober warning to the public not to place too 
-mud/confidence in the, radium treatment. 


But the future of the race is not hopeless 


bv any means. 
Wonderful progress ha^ 


been made in many directions, but the most 
encouraging sign of all, perhaps, is thfr 
thoroughn-vs with which people are learn- 
ing that' the best way 'to safeguard health 
h to prevenfiricknais rather than to reck- 
lessly invite it and then attempt to cure it. 
Never before was such stress laid on the 
simple rules of daily living by observing 
which the average individual can usually., 
keep himself physically fit. We are learn- 
ing ttut it is far better to" avoid excesses 
than to commit them and take the chances 
of years of invalidjsm. When the race, as 
a whole, adopts this bit of wisdom as its 
rule of every da> life there will be a won- 
derful improvement in the general health.
